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A Letter from 
President 
O'Neil 

The Division of Student Affairs provides criti- 
cal and much needed services for students, staff 
and faculty, but the division’s role is often behind 
the scenes, so I’d like to call your attention to this 
essential part of life at the College. 

Many of our alumni/ae wouldn’t recognize 
today’s array of services and programs. Ten years 
ago, the staff consisted of four professionals and 
two secretaries. Now the office is staffed by 10 
professionals and four support staff. In addition, 
this office oversees all aspects of Public Safety 
which includes 29 personnel. Each area is headed 
by a staff director, sometimes supplemented by 
a secretary and/or student assistant. The offices 
include Career Resources, Counseling, Health 
Services, Housing and Residential Life, Public 
Safety, Student Activities, the Student Center 
and the Office of the Vice President. 

The division’s programs and services comple- 
ment the academic and studio programs and are 
designed to assist each student’s development as 
an artist, designer or art educator. These services 
are co-curricular, making Student Affairs staff 
educators. 

The Student Center demonstrates this co- 
curricular philosophy. The office administers an 
extensive gallery program and a matting and 
framing workshop. Students are given assistance 
in hanging their work and advice on promotion, 
openings and other suggestions to make for a 
successful exhibition. The Student Life Gallery, 
part of the Student Affairs Division, has more 
than 3,500 square feet of newly renovated space. 
The Student Government Association, working 
with Student Affairs and the Facilities Depart- 
ment, has overseen and paid for these renova- 
tions. 


The Office of Student Activities also provides 
programs of direct relevance to academic stud- 
ies. It offers museum field trips and assists the 
faculty and department chairs with detailed 
planning of these excursions. Other programs, 
such as the Holiday Sale, are offered annually 
to give students experience in working with the 
public while earning much-needed income. 

The Office of Counseling works directly with 
faculty to help students with individual difficul- 
ties. Faculty are often the first to notice behav- 
ioral changes in the classroom or studio setting. 
Faculty often consult with the Vice President 
and the Director of Counseling to respond to 
these problems and refer students to appropri- 
ate assistance. 

The Division of Student Affairs also admin- 
isters student life programs traditionally offered 
by all institutions of higher education, such as 
Health Services and Career Resources. Health 
Services oversees the mandatory health insur- 
ance program and is responsible for compli- 


ance with state law on immunization and other - 


health matters. Career Resources provides ad- 
vice on careers, job listings, counseling and 
portfolio and resumé preparation. 

Residential programs have seen the largest 
recent growth in Student Affairs. Six years ago 
we opened our first residence at Smith Hall for 
115 students. Today close to 300 students live 
in two residence halls, Smith Hall and Baker 
Hall. We currently rent Baker Hall from 
Wentworth Institute and hope to buy the prop- 
erty in the near future. Twenty-five additional 
students are waiting for dormitory space. The 
Residence Life staff has done a remarkable job 
in developing our residence halls and program- 
ming activities, adding to our sense of commu- 
nity.

BAR-B-QUE 


As two members of the Class of 1969 take the reins 
as Chairman of the Board of Trustees and President of 
the Alumni Association, they are joined by a 
dedicated volunteer arts leader with extensive family 
ties to MassArt at the helm of the Massachusetts 
College of Art Foundation. Perspectives sat down with 
the three new leaders to get their take on the 
challenges ahead. 


Rob MacIntosh, Chairman of the Board of Trustees 


Rob MacIntosh (69) Graphic Design. smiles as he tells of a recent reunion where his classmates “kidded me 
about how I'd never left MassArt.” But his sense of humor belies a strong commitment to the College. MacIntosh 
has long been an active player on the Alumni Association. the Foundation and the Board of Trustees. 

The position of Chairman of the Board of Trustees “culminates my trek, my passage,” says MacIntosh, who is 
Manager of Graphic Design at the Boston law firm, Hale and Dorr. “I want to use my experience on the three boards 
to work with Andy and Ed to define ways that the three boards can work together, at least in the near future if 
not the far future. I hope to see them share a vision of working on behalf of the school and its alumni.” 

A coordinated sense of purpose and resolve is critical, MacIntosh believes, because the nature and extent of 

state support for higher education has been changing. Gone are the days when state appropriations were the sole, 

or even primary. support for public colleges. “Now we are responsible for generating more than 50 percent of our budget through tuition, alumni/ae and other 
sources,” he says. In a sense, we have to assume the kinds of responsibilities and planning needs that private institutions have taken on, in many.cases, for centuries.” 

Moreover. MacIntosh believes, it’s not enough for the institution to merely survive; it should improve and strive to become the best in its field. He plans to draw 
on the experience and commitment of the Trustees, the Foundation and the Alumni Association to raise the already high standard of education at MassArt. 

“During the years I've served on these boards,” he observes. “I've seen MassArt grow from being an excellent regional school to being ona level playing field nationally 
and even internationally.” 

But the school can't rest on its laurels. especially in a competitive age. MacIntosh notes that a few years ago the Trustees set forth a mission statement — with 
the full support of the faculty and the rest of the school—to position MassArt as the preeminent art college. “To even begin to do that,” he says, we have to progress 
from trying to catch up with technology to a position where we attract people who want to beta-test new technology. We want to show them that MassArt is a very 
fertile place to develop capability and creativity and to have students and faculty members challenge their products. Our goal is to become a center that attracts the 
interests of the technology community.” 

MacIntosh sees all three boards sharing this vision—and he sees additional support coming from beyond the boards. He will be calling on other trustees and 
alumni/ae to use their connections and resources to help find ways to get people involved. 

‘Td like to see us forge corporate partnerships with the state's top companies, to go out of state if necessary.” he explains. “It’s up to all of us to demonstrate to 
those businesses that the College can meet their needs for an educated, creative workforce. Just look at our alumni/ae—they re visionaries, leaders and innovators 
wherever they go.” 

MacIntosh is confident that a concerted effort will work — a confidence born of experience. From his service 
on MassArt boards. he says. he’s learned that people from various fields respond very positively to the school once 
they get involved. “Within a few months of contact. they become apostles. They really love MassArt, are convinced 
it's a great school and are eager to work on its behalf.” 

Andrew J. Dean, Chairman of the Board, Massachusetts College of Art 

Foundation 

Andrew J. Dean is a case in point. Principal and President of the architectural firm Dean, Packard, Rafuse, a DTS 
Company, Dean is committed to providing volunteer leadership to the Boston arts community. He was especially 
eager to join the Massachusetts College of Art Foundation board because he has a particular interest in arts education. 

Although Dean graduated with an art major from Brown University. his family has a long history of involvement 
with MassArt back to the turn of the century. Dean's great-uncle Richard Andrew graduated from the Normal Art 
School in 1893 and was a faculty member from 1901 to 1932. Andrew also was a well-known portrait painter 
and a muralist at the Massachusetts State House. Andrew’s sister also attended the school. More recent family 
connections include Dean’s niece, Linda MacNeil who studied ceramics and whose husband is faculty member Dan 
Dailey. Dean's son also spent a summer at MassArt. 

With such a background, Dean naturally has strong opinions and high standards for art education and is willing 
to work on behalf of his beliefs. He acknowledges that he is critical of the way Americans are trained in the arts. 
and feels that service to MassArt is one way of improving the situation. “MassArt is doing wonderful things.” he says. 
“My goal and my mission in working with the College is to try to improve the level of art education and art awareness 
among Americans. What better place to do it?”

New Leaders Chart Active Course For Trustees, Foundation, Alumni 


As the fundraising body for MassArt. the Foundation has a major impact 
on the College at all levels—including its accessibility to students and the quality 
of training. As state support declines, Dean says, “Part of the Foundation’s job 
is to try to build the endowment and to build a financial base for more 
scholarships as well as more state-of-the-art equipment to fill the wonderful 
physical plant that Bill O'Neil has built.” The Technology Center, which will 
occupy a floor of the Tower building, is a key part of the plan. The Center will 
feature hardware and software needed for industrial and architectural design 
and for media arts, basic computer graphics programs and Macintosh 
software for graphic design. 
As the Foundation develops its fundraising mechanisms and creates events 
to bring in funds, Dean sees heightened visibility as a key strategy. “My principal goal is to get MassArt better recognized in the art and design communities of Boston 
and perhaps even the northeastern United States,” he explains. We need to raise awareness of the quality of the work the Massachusetts College of Art does.” Toward 
that end, Dean is developing a group of people who are prominent in the arts— major collectors. major designers, major donors to the arts here in Boston"—who 
will work with the Foundation and the College to help spread the word to the larger community. 

Dean is excited about his continuing work with board colleagues and with Richard MacMillan, the Executive Assistant for External Affairs who oversees 
Alumni Affairs and College fundraising efforts. “We hope to meet the Capital Campaign goals in the near future.” Dean says, adding that the Foundation will also 
begin to look toward the College's 125th anniversary in 1998. Part of the Foundation’s role will be to guarantee that an institution with such a venerable history 
will have a secure and great future. 

Edward Driscoll, President, Massachusetts College of Art Alumni/ae Association 

Edward Driscoll (‘69 ) Industrial Design. is capping off his involvement with the Alumni Association with a one-year term as President. The Association bylaws 
prohibit Driscoll from serving the typical two-year term as president. since he is required to rotate off the board in one year. Nonetheless. he seems determined 
to squeeze two years worth of activities into one. 

Driscoll is Principal of CorDesign, a fledgling product design engineering consultancy that he created as the logical extension of a 27-year career in product 
design and engineering for the computer industry. For many years, his career kept him out of touch with MassArt, especially during a seven-year stint as manager 

of product design for CII Honeywell Bull in Paris. But when his former 
roommate Rob MacIntosh asked Driscoll to join the board of the Alumni 
Association, he agreed because he “felt that it was time that I pay back the 


school for what I've done and learned.” 

And Driscoll is determined to pave the way for other alumni/ae to find 
a way to participate, too. His primary goal. he says, is ‘bringing people back, 
getting people involved in the school.” Driscoll is also determined to 
institutionalize the Alumni Association and the programs that have evolved 
in recent years, including Back to School nights that are coordinated with 
various labs, mentoring programs for graduating seniors, and the school’s 
recognition of the achievements and professional contributions of alumni 
through the Distinguished Alumni/ae Award presented at Commencement. 

This year the Alumni Association is putting special effort into the 
Alumni Weekend, which was inaugurated last year. Driscoll would like to 
see the weekend activities become “a recurring event for the alumni/ae with 
a feeling of welcome.” 

Driscoll feels that alumni/ae involvement with the school is a two-way 
street and he leads by example. “It really is incumbent on alumni/ae to 
contribute back to the school.” he says. “One reason I came back is that I 
wanted to be able to share with students and with faculty some of what I've 
learned from my years in engineering management, particularly in product 
development. Those of us in technology fields need to help keep our 
educational institutions current with the technology.” 

One individual with the right connections can make a big difference. 
Driscoll says. When he was working with Motorola Information Systems 
Group, the company’s engineering department donated workstations to the 
school, enabling MassArt faculty to write a curriculum for the first industrial 
design course in computer aided design. 

“I feel that industry should take an active responsibility in the educational 
process,” Driscoll says of his reasons for becoming re-involved with MassArt. 
“The industry that will be hiring students when they come out of school 
should help set standards and expectations for their education.” 

Driscoll says he feels that his term as President of the Alumni Association 
is “quickly slipping away.” One other goal is to reach alumni who have left 
the Greater Boston area. “We'd like to reach more alumni on the West Coast. 
in Chicago.” he says. “And there are quite a few alumni/ae in the Florida area 
who really need to be brought back.” 


Rob MacIntosh (left) and Ed Driscoll (third from left) go 
way back—as this circa 1968 snapshot attests—so Driscoll 
wasn't surprised when MacIntosh called him to get re 
involved with the school. They had been roommates for a 
year but went separate ways—Rob to graphic design and Ed to 
product design. Their paths crossed again at Art School 
Associates. “I was the manager and Rob kept the books,” Ed 
recalls. After graduation, Rob ran his own studio for 16 
years, often drawing on his experience with the store. “It 
gave me the fundamentals of business,” he says. “To make a 
business work, you have to tend to a lot of things that go 


beyond your artistic ability.”

Kronos 


We continue our backward look at the people and events in MassArt’s 
122-year history with a reflection on music and art. These two disciplines 
seem to go together naturally, so it isn’t surprising that sometimes the two are 
found in the same school. Or the same family. Or the same artist. Take the 
Walter Hamon Piston, Jr. family, originally of Rockland, Maine. 

Walter, Jr. was born in his grandmother Experience Piston’s salt box 
cottage in 1894. Although his parents weren't especially musical or artistic, 
they provided piano and violin lessons for their children. In 1905, the family 
moved to Boston, where Walter, Jr. graduated from the Mechanic Arts High 
School. The following summer, he drafted “articulated cars” by day for the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, and by night played polkas, trots and 
tangos at dance emporiums in the Parker House, the Marliave Cafe and the 
Block Island Hotel. 

Torn between the New England Conservatory and the Massachusetts 
Normal Art School, Piston entered MassArt in 1912 because tuition was free. 
He studied drafting, architecture, drawing and painting, and took up such 
bohemian affectations as “long hair and a flowing bow tie.” Walter played a 
violin solo, Legends, by Wieniawski at his graduation ceremony in 1916. 
Music and art were daily routines for Walter and his graduating classmates, 
future MassArt faculty member Theron |. Cain and future president Philip O. 
Palmstrom. They graduated just in time for World War |. 

According to Piston’s biographer, Howard Pollack, Piston was accepted 
into the United States Navy as a “second class musician” and was stationed 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology aeronautics division band. He 
spent the “War to End All Wars” playing a variety of instruments, including 
the saxophone, which he learned from an instruction book borrowed from the 
Boston Public Library. He began to take his music seriously, and, after his 
military service, entered Harvard in 1920. 

That same year, Piston married another MassArt alum, Kathryn Nason. 
After he graduated from Harvard, the couple went to Europe, where Piston 
studied with Nadia 
Boulanger, listening to 
Stravinsky, Falla and 
Hindemith. Kathryn 
was surrounded by 
Matisse and the Fauves. 
Both were surrounded 
by trendy Dada groups 
and early surrealists. 

Kathryn Nason won 
a fellowship for further 
study at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, and after 
studying abroad with 
Walter, she exhibited at 
the Cambridge Art 
Association, the 
Manchester Art Center, 
the National Association 
of Women Artists and 
the Belmont Arts and 
Crafts Association. She 
retained her maiden 
name, and held soirées 
with Belmont neighbors to sketch nudes and talk about art. Kathryn was 
partial to still lifes and landscapes and said that Walter shared her slant on - 
artistic things, but used different media to interpret the same point of view. 
Walter eventually gave up painting entirely because, he said, Kathryn was 
better at it. In 1945 Kathryn, her sister Gertrude and their brother master 
engraver Tom Nason exhibited in a group show at the Copley Gallery in 
Boston. Kathryn designed the home where she and Walter lived in Belmont as 
well as their summer house in Woodstock, Vermont. 

Both homes were filled with literary, intellectual and artistic trendsetters of 
their time and place: Conrad Aiken, the Louis Untermeyers, the Archibald 
MacLeishs. Others, however, found the Piston/Nason household “too rare” or 
“too modernistic” for their liking. The Pistons had no children and devoted 
their attention to pets and gardens. “Some of my best musical ideas come to 
me while I’m spreading manure,” Walter would say. 

At the end of her life, Kathryn Nason refused all hospital care and died in 
1976; Walter Piston died of a heart attack in the same year. 

During his long and productive life, MassArt alumus Walter Piston became 
one of America’s great composers. The Boston Symphony Orchestra premiered 
11 of his works; Koussevitsky played his compositions so frequently that 
Piston became known as the BSO’s “court composer.” For 34 years he taught 
at Harvard, where his students included Leonard Bernstein, Daniel Pinkham 
and Harold Shapero, Piston’s music textbooks became standards and included 
meticulous illustrations which he and Kathryn drew. Piston’s handwritten 
scores were said to have been draftsmanlike with “the clarity of engraved 
music.” Two of his symphonies won Pulitzer prizes in 1948 and 1961. His 
most popular works include Three New England Sketches. 

The marriage of music and art is not unusual in artists or art schools. 
MassArt faculty and staff are never surprised to find students or alumni/ae 
concertizing in musical groups or rock bands, or incorporating their musical 
compositions into their films, videos and performance art. Each September, 
instructors look out over the sea of new faces, wondering if we might again be 
entertaining — musical or otherwise — angels unaware. 


David Bakalar Donates Sculpture 
to MassArt 


Artist and friend of MassArt David Bakalar has given one of his sculptures to the College. The 
sculpture, titled The Kiss, has been permanently installed in front of South Hall. A physicist and 
business entrepreneur, Bakalar spent most of his life working in advanced electronics and metal 
technologies. After retiring as President of Transitron Electric Corporation, he followed another 
course in life — that of an artist. An avid collector of art since his mid-thirties, Bakalar began 
painting and sculpting in 1984. 

Bakalar’s grounding in science and technology influences his art. As Tatyana B. Manturova 
stated in the catalogue for Bakalar’s exhibition in 1994 at the State Russian Museum, St. 
Petersburg, “His art relates both to the art of the inventions of modern civilization and to monu- 
ments of the ancients, but seen anew.” Though Bakalar has great admiration for the ancient 
sculptures of Egypt, following their example in the use of stone, he does not attempt to imitate 
classical forms. Instead, Bakalar creates his own vision in which geometric shapes and concave 
and convex surfaces create a sharp architectonic contrast with the forces of nature. The sun and 
reflections of the sky and earth all contribute to penetrate or reflect off the surfaces. 

The Kiss makes reference to familiar computer imagery. Granite kissing heads top a vertical 
column of steel. Although the title calls to mind Rodin’s sculpture of the same name — perhaps 
the ultimate image of romantic liaison — Bakalar’s Kiss playfully draws attention to a technologi- 
cal liaison. Bakalar helped choose the site, set back among trees along a well-traveled path 
where viewers are suddenly surprised by coming upon the “lovers.” 

Bakalar’s art has been recognized both in the United States and Europe. His work was 
exhibited at the Compton Gallery at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 1994, and in 
the same year, he exhibited his work at the University of Connecticut, Storrs, and State Russian 
Museum, Arts Square, St. Petersburg. His works are installed at Columbia University in Manhat- 
tan, the Federal Reserve Bank in Boston, and the Nike Corporation headquarters in Beaverton, 
Oregon. 


Commencement 
1995 


Thursday, May 25, was the day for 
MassArt’s 121st Commencement Ceremony. 
Bachelor of Fine Arts degrees were awarded 
to 180, Master of Fine Arts to 25 graduates, 
and Master of Science to nine others. 

Film set decorator Nancy Haigh (‘68) was 
presented with the 1995 Distinguished 
Alumna Award. Ralph Appelbaum received 
the Honorary Doctor of Fine Arts degree and 
gave the Commencement address. Other 
honorary degree candidates were artist John 
Biggers and Patricia Johanson, who gave the 
previous evening’s Convocation address. 
President O’Neil presented the Godine Medal 
for Community Service to alumnus Tom 
Wong (‘51). 


Ralph Appelbaum, a distinguished designer and 
museum planner, received an honorary degree at the 
1995 Massachusetts College of Art Commencement, 
where he was the featured speaker. Involved for 
more than 20 years in every facet of museum and 
exhibitions design, Mr. Appelbaum most recently 
received high praise for his work on the Holocaust 
Memorial Museum in Washington, D.C. He started 
his firm, Ralph Appelbaum & Associates, in 1978 to 
bring interdisciplinary design to museums and non- 
profit organizations. The firm is the largest 
interpretive museum design firm in the world. Mr. 
Appelbaum has taught undergraduate and post- 
graduate courses for 15 years at Pratt Institute, and 
is Assistant Professor of Museum Studies at New 
York University. 


The MassArt 
Fashion Show 


Boston reached new heights of fashion during 
the third week of May when the Annual 
Showing of Sophomore and Junior Fashion 
Designers was held at Tower Auditorium and 
the Annual Senior Fashion Designer Collec- 
tions were unveiled at the Roxy. Several 


students were recently recognized for their 
fashion design work. Mary Patricia Lewis 
(Junior) won $2,000 from the International 
Association of Clothing Designers and Execu- 
tives 1995 Scholarship competition. Susan 
Chihambakwe (Senior) was awarded Lord & 
Taylor's 1995 Dress Design Scholarship, 
which includes a $1,000 scholarship and 


exhibition of winning sketches in the 
company’s Boston store. 


Landscape artist, sculptor and writer Patricia 
Johanson was a Visiting Artist at MassArt in March 
1994. Her work has been recognized for “the deep 
ecological perception that the world should be seen 
according to biological rather than geopolitical 
boundaries so politics will follow ecology.” Her 
landscape designs show how to work with nature to 
preserve rather than destroy it. Johanson’s work is 
in the collections of the Museum of Modern Art, the 
Dallas Art Museum and the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. She teaches at Bennington College in Vermont.
